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Pearl Harbor 


One of the biggest stories of the war is 
behind the Admiral Kimmel, General 
Short—Pearl Harbor court martial case and 
the British Minister of Production Sir 
Lyttleton’s now famous crack in the House 
of Commons about how America got into 
the war. (Sir Lyttleton subsequently apo- 
logized for his remark.) 


The American people do not realize that 
these two instances are both part of the 
same great history-making episode which, 
so far, has been kept in secrecy. It is very 
hot and delicate stuff, and we have not felt 
we dared report much about it in the past. 
However, we'd like now to give you a gen- 
eral outline that does not breach any diplo- 
matic demands for secrecy which have not 
already been cracked wide open by events 
themselves. 


We are not taking sides in this hushed- 
up controversy. Naturally, it has become 
a major political issue behind the scenes and 
a savage one at that. 3ut we believe that 
those who belong to Between the Lines’ fel- 
lowship of truth should know what is going 
on and then do their own thinking. Inci- 
dently, in spite of the suppression of facts, 
everything we report here has been aired 
on the floor of Congress and discussed in 
numerous Congressional committee groups. 


Shcrt and Kimmel are the victims of 
circumstances, say Washington circles; cir- 
cumstances which existed at the time of 
Pearl Harbor and which have been kept 
secret because vast political repercussions 
would result from any revelation of the 
truth. Some things transpired during the 
time between the Atlantic Charter meeting 
of Churchill and Roosevelt and the day Ja- 
pan struck at Pearl Harbor that would rock 
the world if they were known. 


Apparently orders have gone out from 
high political thrones that there must be no 
open, public trial of Short and Kimmel until 
after the election in November. Official 
circles also believe that the immediate point 
at issue is the question as to why the White 
House endeavored to conceal the nature of 
the agreements with Churchill concerning 
American relations with Japan not only 
from the American people and Congress but 
even from American military leaders. Also, 
why were Congress, the people and the 
American military leaders not informed that 
the White House and State Department 
were issuing ultimatums to Japan?

X-Ray and Forecast 


The greatest big-scale battle of all time will be seen this summer. Five million 
Russian soldiers will strike on the eastern front through Poland, Rumania and Hungary 
as the Russian left flank through Finland is made secure, and American-British forces 
in the west will exert vastly increased pressure from Normandy into the heart of France. 
One or two other invasion points will be opened, probably by mid-July or early August. 
The talk around Washington in military circles is that late August and September will 
see the highest peak of violence and death the civilized world has ever known. None 
of us can face the prospects of such hours but in sorrow and prayer. 


Shift in Strategy 

The war in the Pacific is moving much more swiitly than was first estimated. The 
American people are not aware of the fact that a whole new strategy against Japan 
has been worked out among our military leaders. This new strategy is the result of 
the fact that the ground war against Japan through Burma and China has gone badly. 
Also, British political plotting and blundering in operations in and out of India have 
resulted in obviously ineffective warfare in those areas. “Hold our own,” is being given 
precedence over military action among British imperialists who have managed to con- 
trol strategy in the Indian area. 


United States Navy Takes Over 


As we have reported to you in the past, there has been strong American disagree- 
ment with this British policy, and the disagreement has now reached a critical point 


where decisive action has been necessary. Hence, as you can see by present develop- 
ments, our Navy is out to liquidate Japan’s power, with or without the British, by seek- 
ing out and destroying Japanese naval forces, then by throwing a blockade around 
Japan, cutting off her armies, and bombing her war industries into rubble from 
the decks of our new large carrier fleet. American strategists believe that such a tech- 
nique will shorten the Pacific war by a year or more and save billions of dollars and 
thousands of lives. 


Get Ready for Post-War 


At best a German collapse can come anytime, at worst it will come in a very few 
months. The plain fact is that America is not ready for the post-war problems. Here 
is the situation in a nutshell: When Germany is out of the war there will be a cut of 
50% in the present shipbuilding, 60% in airplane construction and nearly 70% in gen- 
eral munitions production. There will be some effort to stagger these cut-backs, but 
all reports show that, with Germany out, there will be more than enough equipment 
already on hand to defeat Japan. So the demand for economy and the crushing burden 
of debt weighing heavily on the nation means that those cut-backs will have to come 
—and with them will come unemployment. 


Post-War Unemployment 


There are a dozen or more suggested pians and schemes in the air to solve unem- 
ployment, some proposed by big business, some by labor, some by academic economists. 
But nothing concrete has been done, nor, apparently, will be done to meet this post-war 
spectre. Big business says we must expect some “normal unemployment” to maintain 
capitalism, and labor answers that capitalism can’t survive wiiless there are juvs fui all. 
Economists, many speaking for the administration regulation bureaus, propose that gov-

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Weapons for War 


As important as the course of the war itself perhaps are some 
of the technical facts concerning the conflict which are known onl) 
to a few experts. Military secrecy and censorship have kept the 
American people unaware of these developments, but recent events 
have made it possible for a report to be given that will not violate 
any military secrecy ruling. 


The pilotless robot plane is a much more important innovation 
than we have been led to believe. Such weapons have been developed 
and subjected to advanced experimentation ever since the last war. 
For instance, in 1919 Woodrow Wilson said: 


“I do not hesitate to say that the war we have just been through, 
though it was shot through with terror of every kind, is not to be 
compared with the war we would have to face next time. There 
were destructive gasses, there were methods of explosive destruc- 
tion, unheard of even during the war, which were just ready for use 
when the war ended—great projectiles that guided themselves and 
shot into the heavens then burst tons of explosives upon helpless 
cities, something to which the guns with which the Germans bom- 
barded Paris from a distance were not comparable.” 


As you have been able to guess if you’ve read military dispatches 
carefully, new explosives are being developed, and are in some in- 
stances already being used, that are infinitely more powerful than 
anything previously known. These new compounds will widen enor- 
mously the range of destruction of present known weapons and make 
possible the use of many new increasingly effective tools of war. 


In the early stages of the war, ships that had been torpedoed 
would usually founder about for a half hour or more before finally 
sinking, but today the usual report is that torpedoed vessels break 
up and sink in a minute or so. American Navy circles say that our 
torpedoes are now sinking Japanese ships so quickly, and blowing 
them up so completely, that there are seldom any survivors. 


British air chiefs have been propagandizing their huge six ton 
block-buster bombs which have been used in obliteration bombing, 
but American fliers are much more convinced that the use of smaller 
bombs with more powerful explosives devoted to precision bombing 
of specific objectives is the most effective attack. 


Recently a special group of newsmen were permitted to “pre- 
view World War III,” as one reporter put it, at Navy proving 
grounds in Virginia and Maryland. They saw some new explosives 
that made TNT look weak in comparison. What such new formulas 
will do, of course, is to increase the rangeé, velocity and destructive- 
ness of nearly every type of thing that can be thrown at an enemy. 
And there are many such new explosives still in the developmental 
stage. 


New powders are being tested that will conceal the flash caused 
by the firing of big guns. A flashless as well as smokeless powder 
would effectively conceal a ship’s position which now, in night action, 
is inevitably and dangerously revealed by powder flash. 


Rockets—aside from rocket planes—are now being produced and 
used in a variety of shapes and sizes. Rocket barrages were used 
by landing craft in the Pacific, and a Nazi submarine was sunk in 
the Atlantic by planes firing rockets. Since a rocket has unusual 
driving force under water, it is an effective weapon in anti-submarine 
warfare. 


The deadly machine gun is becoming much more deadly. The 
normal firing rate of a typical machine gun is 750 rounds a minute. 
That even sounds increditable for it is 12 rounds a second. Even 
so, aircraft traveling 300 miles an hour (400 feet a second) stand a 
good chance of missing each other’s machine gun fire in the intervals 
of one shot for every 30 feet or more of travel. The objective now, 
which is being achieved, is to make the machine guns fire much faster 
than they already do. 


Twin mountings for 20-mm cannon and installation as a packaged 
gun to be hung from the wing of a plane are devices which will 
make this weapon more effective. 

Such: stupendous inventions are most likely just the beginning 
of an era of large, efficient and fast automatic weapons. Along with 
them go the fabulous bombsights and gyroscopic gunsights which 
solve mathematical problems faster than mechanical gunnery devices 
can execute the answers. 


Obviously the details about these unbelievable developments will 


be kept secret until after the war, but it is now revealed what men 
will soon be doing to one another unless some spiritual miracles occur 
that can gain control over these miracles of evil and violence. 


In this connection, it might be well to report that we must be 
prepared for some shocking and dreadful news of outbreaks of des- 
perate ruthlessness on the part of the Nazis in the last days before 
defeat finally grips them. One of Hitler’s former collaborators, now 
a refugee in this country, has warned us that from Hitler’s own lips 
he heard the discussion of Nazi last-minute efforts at destructive 
defense. Poison gas, bacilli of deadly diseases and other measures 
of heretofore unknown chemical warfare may be expected. The idea 
is to exact so high a price in destruction that a protest against con- 
tinued war will be extorted from the occupied countries. 


Advertising vs Public Health 


The frequent expose of the vitamin racket in Between the Lines 
has now been verified and confirmed by the most authentic sources. 
Dr. Herman L. Kretschmer, new president of the American Medical 
Association, told doctors attending the Association’s convention that 
it was ridiculous to believe that Americans are in such a state of 
malnutrition that they require the use of $250,000,000 worth of vi- 
tamins. Valuable discoveries have been made concerning vitamins, 
he said, but the “excessive claims made for vitamins are beyond any 
basic medical evidence.” 

Another outstanding physician and scientist, Dr. Louis Schwartz 
of the United States Public Health Service, recently told cosmetic 
industry representatives that no proof has yet been presented that 
estrogenic creams containing hormones rejuvenate the skin or make 
it look firmer and younger. He said that manufacturers may have 
made experiments which led them to believe that hormone creams 
revitalized skin cells and that some proof might be found to sub- 
stantiate the theory, but that no scientifically controlled tests had yet 
positively established such a fact. 


In the field of patent medicines, many familiar and widely ad- 
vertised products are being recognized as dangerous drugs. An in- 
quiry being made by Albert Deutsch of the New York newspaper 
PM, has brought to light several startling facts which PM, a paper 
carrying no advertisements, can freely print. 


Mr. Deutsch claims that Bromo-Seltzer, whose sales reach twenty 
million dollars a year, contains two active, potentially dangerous 
drugs, acetanilid and sodium bromide, and that excessive use of these 
sends hundreds of cases to mental hospitals suffering from “psy- 
chosis, caused by bromides.” 


Bromo-Seltzer manufacturers have already been forced by the 
Food and Drug Administration to reduce the drug content of their 
product because, in its original state, Bromo-Seltzer was highly in- 
jurious to health when used in accordance with the printed directions 
on the label. The Federal Trade Commission is now cracking down 
on Bromo-Seltzer for greatly exaggerated, false and misleading ad- 
vertising claims. 

Acetanilid, the drug found in Bromo-Seltzer as well as in such 
“remedies” as BC Headache Powder, Stanback Headache Powders, 
Garfield Headache Powder, Dr. Miles’ Anti-Pains Pills, etc., is more 
dangerous than that other pain relieving drug, aspirin. However, 
aspirin can be dangerous if it is used immoderately and habitually. 
Dr. Harold Aaron, medical adviser to Consumer Union, advises 
that almost all brands of aspirin are alike; the cheap varieties are as 
effective as the expensive. This scientifically proved fact makes it 
clear that the claim made by the makers of Bayer aspirin that their 
product is the “genuine” aspirin is false. 


Alka-Seltzer, another pain-killer whose name is kept constantly 
before the public by advertising, is a concoction consisting mainly 
of the familiar ingredients aspirin and sodium bicarbonate. A pinch 
of bicarbonate of soda in a glass of water may often be as effective 
a relief for an attack of gas as the much-discussed Alka-Seltzer. 
Alka-Seltzer’s advertisements, however, sweepingly claim it will cure 
acid indigestion, headache, heartburn, neuralgic and muscular pain 
and “over-indulgence.” 


Indiscriminate use of bromides for chronic indigestion may result 
in neglecting a potentially serious ailment or in aggravating the 
original trouble. The safest course for the treatment of distress 
is to consult a doctor. Pain is a warning that something is wrong ; 
it is a storm-signal that should not be got rid of by dubious dosing.
